Variations in printback 
ghosting between different lots of the same paper also are 
usually more likely if the wrong side is used. Because it is so 
difficult to tell right side from wrong by inspection, the water- 
mark is a significant safeguard and a sound reason to give 
Blutex serious consideration. 

Although Blutex is primarily a pencil paper, it takes ink well. 
Here again, the difference between right and wrong side is 
significant, and the value of the watermark is as great for ink 
as for pencil work. The mark appears on one edge of Blutex 
rolls and may or may not be found on cut sheets depending 
on the part of the roll from which the sheets are cut. However, 
packages show “‘preferred side"’, with arrows indicating the 
felt or working side. 

Because basis weight and thickness are universally accepted 
elements in the durability of drafting vellum, Blutex specifica- 
tions build the sheet materially heavier and thicker than vellums 
otherwise competitive. The result is superior performance where 
it really counts — in folding and tear resistence. Test procedures 
show that our sheet actually improves in strength with age, as 
fibers and transparentizer fuse into a homogenous mass.

Tracing Cloths for Pencil & Ink 


Tracing Cloths have long been the standard choice when a pro- 
ject involves the creation of important drawings or tracings that 
must have long life as a permanent part of the engineering 
record. 

Cotton fibre as a base for drawings (often referred to as 
“linens’') has been found to provide the durable, firm founda- 
tion needed for drawings expected to undergo a lifetime of 
handling and filing. The tracing cloths shown on this page also 
have other special advantages, such as excellent long-life trans- 
parency (they will virtually never discolor or become brittle with 
age) that is characteristic of properly treated cloth bases. 


POST WATER-RESISTANT CLOTHS 


The techniques involved in producing POST's own water-resistant 
tracing cloths begin first with the selection and inspection of the 
base stock —special cotton fibred materials that are carefully 
woven to closely held standards. 

The conversion of this base material into the finished tracing 
cloth occupies three basic operations in the conversion opera- 
tions: 1) Transparentizing; 2) Matte Surfacing and 3) Moisture- 
proofing. In each step of this manufacturing process, painstaking 
precautions are rigorously followed to assure consistent quality 
and absolute uniformity of texture and transparency. 

In its special treating process for both Whitex and Penciltex, 
POST uses a technique that provides a truly moisture-proof sur- 
face, front and back. The assurance of a surface impervious to 
perspiration and water spots is desirable in any tracing, but this 
moisture-proof feature is especially important for drawings in- 
volving many valuable man-hours on the board.

The base of Post's Polytex Heavy is a saturated polyester of 
either .005'' or .0075’' caliper. It is a clear, tough film (it 
has about '/ to ¥% the strength of machine steel) and because 
it contains no plasticizer, it does not become brittle or lose 
desirable characteristics with age. The polymer is so oriented 
in manufacture as to produce a sheet with uniform properties 
in both the machine and transverse directions.

Many related projects, differing only in detail, require draft- 


ing the same thing over and over unless there is a feasible 


way to avoid the repetition and to devote the draftsman’s 
valuable time to working the variations. Multiple drawings for 
the various floors of a building may be identical as to bearing 
walls, stair wells and elevator shafts but differ in detail. Why 
waste drafting time making 10 drawings of the same walls, 
wells and shafts? 


Now and then it may be necessary to prepare a new draw- 
ing just to change to metric dimensioning for a foreign custom- 
er or to make an old drawing conform to more recent drawing 
standards. How wasteful of drafting time to do the whole thing 
over if there is a better way! 

Very often it becomes necessary to redraw simply because 
an original has become too worn and damaged to be printable, 
even full size. Add to this the demands for super-legibility re- 
quired by the constantly increasing use of microfilming and the 
importance of print legibility assumes new dimensions. But the 
complete redraw is wasteful if there is a better way. 

There is a better way: make a duplicate of the original on the 
proper Post reproducible and do only the revising on this ‘‘sec- 
ond original.'’ That way you never draw a line you can pick 
up from an existing drawing, never redraw needlessly, always 
have an intermediate with the necessary modifications on it 
from which to print your distribution copies; and you preserve 
your valuable original. The cost? A sheet of paper and a few 
minutes’ time. The saving? Hours of ‘‘redraw’’ time of a tal- 
ented draftsman whose expertise can be used more profitably. 
On the next few pages you will find a class of drafting media 
on which to prepare sensitized ‘‘second originals.’’ There is 
one major difference between each of these and other appar- 


ently similar intermediates. In Post's research and development 
effort, in every case the paper, cloth or film material must 
qualify completely as a drafting medium before any work is 
done on its sensitization. What does this mean to you? It means 
that you can make additions to a Post reproducible with exactly 
the same ease, with the same techniques that you would use 
to draw and erase on your unsensitized drafting material. 
Post’s vellum-based sepia Vapo-Vel has the same superb draft- 
ing characteristics as Post's Blutex Vellum. Actually, they are 
both made on the same equipment. Similarly, the Vapo Tuftex 
polyester reproducibles have all the many advantages, on the 
board, of Polytex Drafting Film. Both of these, too, are manu- 
factured on the same Post-developed solvent coating machines. 
Although many of the media listed may be used interchange- 
ably, for optimum results the specific characteristics of each 
should be carefully evaluated to secure maximum future utility 
of the second original. Considering the saving in drafting time 
—and therefore in money —that second originals offer, selec- 
tion of media should not be haphazard, and an extensive pre- 
sentation follows. It may seem over-extensive, but actually there 
are but 3 major variables:

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Even though slide rules have been saving time for their users 
for many years, significant improvements occasionally are de- 
veloped.
